Several months ago he attended a meeting attended 
by approximately 50 persons of the Jewish community in 
St. Louis, Missouri. The major speaker at this meeting was 
MEIR D. KAHANE, National Chairman of the JDL. The informant 
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.was unable to recall anything that the subject had to say 
during this speech, but approximately 25 persons joined the 
JDL at the conclusion of the meeting. Approximately half 
of those that enrolled were raerly curiosity seekers. 

On October 14, 1970;^((B^advised that Rabbi MEIR 
K. KAHANE, representing the Jewish Defense League (JDL), spoke 
at the Kay Spiritual Life Center, American University, 
Washington, D. -G., from approximately 8:15 PM to 10:00 PM on 
October 13, 1970. There were about 35 individuals of college - 
student age in attendance . 

Rabbi KAHANE delivered a short prepared speech in 
which he spoke of the need for Jewish unity and stressed the 
need for JDL chapters to be formed on college campuses 
throughout the United States/. 


The September 28, 1970* issue of the "Cleveland Press", 
a daily newspaper published in Cleveland, Ohio, contained an 
article captioned "Don't Try To Perform Here, Russian Artists 
Warned", which indicated that Rabbi MEIR KAHANE, head of the 
JDL spoke at Wiley Junior High School in University Heights, 
to gain support for this drganization from the Cleveland 
Jewish community. In making the above warning, the subject 
pointed to performances by the Moisoyev Dancers that were ** 
disrupted and had to be canceled recently in both Chicago V 
and New York. The article said when the dancers were here 
on September 20, 1970, the performance in the afternoon was 
picketed but not halted. The subject told the persons at 
the meeting that if Arab guerilla attacks against airlines 
and offices around the world are not stopped, then Arab 
business, offices and planes would be attacked.

According to the official newspaper of the Black 
Panther Party (BPP), the BPP was started during December, 

1966, in Oakland, California, to organize black people so 
they can take control of the life, politics, and the destiny 
of the black community. It was organized by BOBBY G. SEALE, 

BPP Chairman, and HUEY P. NEWTON, Minister of Defense, BPP. 

The official newspaper, called "The Black Panther," 
regularly states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and 
guerrilla tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression 
of the black people. Residents of the black community are 
urged to arm themselves against the police who are consistently 
referred to as "pigs" who should be killed. 

The newspaper, in its issue of September 7, 1968, 
had an article by the theh Minister of Education, GEORGE 
MURRAY. This article ended with the following: 

"Black men. Black people, colored persons of 
America, revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only 
culture worth keeping is revolutionary culture. Change. 

Freedom everywhere. Dynamite! Black power. Use the gun. 

Kili the pigs everywhere." 

The BPP newspaper, issue of October 5, 1968, had an 
article introduced with the following statement: "We will *>*• 

not dissent from American government. We will overthrow it." 

DAVID HILLIARD, Chief of Staff, BPP, in a speech 
at the San Francisco Polo Field on November 15, 1969, said 
"We will kili Richard Nixon." 

DAVID HILLIARD, in the "New York Times," issue of 
December 13, 1969, was quoted as follows: "We advocate the 
very direct overthrow of the government by way of force 
and violence. "

This meeting was attended by approximately 45 persons 
who appeared to be for the most part middle aged_ Jewish couples L 


Kahane stated that he was seeking members for JDL 
and hoped to establish this organization In Los Angeles. He 
said that existing leaders in the Jewish community in the 
United States have not done a proper job in protecting Jews 
from Anti-Semetism. teaching Jewish youths facts of their heritage 
or ' instilling in thern a sense of Jewish pride. One of his 
points was that Jews should not be Involved in establishing 
Jewish hospitals and that such money could be put to better 
use in protecting Jews from Anti-Semetic violence. Kahane 
appealed to those present to jo in JDL and as a consequence 
approximately thirty persons signed up for membership. Ma ny 
of those who joined paid the $18.00 membership fee at the 
time. Kahane stated that checks should be made payable to 
J. 0. Y., which source understands is the Jewish Organization 
for Youth. Kahane advised those in attendance that such mem- 
bership fees are tax deductible.

JHF continued that on December 3, 1970. he attended ^ 
a speech delivered by Kahane at Haines Hall. on the campus of 
the University of California at Los Angeles, (UCLA) . Source 
stated that Kahane spoke under the auspices cf the Associate 
Students Speakers Program. 


Kahane ,explainéd the aims and purposes of JDL and 
was extremely well received by the approximately 125 persons 
in attendance. Source stated that Kahane is a dyaamic speaker 
who has touched a respons ive nerve in the Jewish community, 
particularly when he asked what success the moderate Jewish 
leaders and organizations have achieved in combating Anti- 
Semetism and bombing of synagpgues and temples. 

Source continued that Kahane stated during his Los 
Angeles visit that he intended to take up permanent residence 
in Israel in September 1971-

that he plans to travel to Tuscon, Arizona on the evening of 
December 3s 1970.

Ue expefct you to have Ahavat Israel and to sacrifice — if need be - 
for our people. Ue expect you to have Hadar — pride in Jeuishness — 
and a desire to see that the Jeuish people stand tall and firm against 
uhatever enemies rise up against them. 

Ue expect active participation at meetings and activities if at all 
physically possible. Thus, ue set up minimum standards. LJhen those 
standards are attained, members are entitled to full participation in tht 
organization. 

Ue look for maturity and responsibility from our members on the one 
hand, and a uillingness to abandon timidity and fear on the nther. Ue 
expect you to follou us in doing uihat must be done, not in uhat may be 
popular. 

JDL is a disciplined and centralized organization. In these days 
of crisis, the reasons are obvious. Ue insure the suift mobilization

gBnizatlon and does not merely live for its oun particular and parochial 
problem; ue eliminate that bane of Jeuish existence — internal strife 
and division. 

All this is possible only through the organizational strueture cf 
JDL.

The purpose of these groups is to teaefo our members how to 
DEFEND - I emphasize defend - themselves against the tragie violence 
engendered by the Radical Lcft and racists. 

Under no c 1 rcumstances whatsoever is a«y JDL member to use his 
training for any agqresivc action without cause. Under no c i rcumstances 
Is any JDL member to carry weapons of any sort except to and from 
practice. MIsuse of a weapon can bring disrepute on the entire organi- 
zation. 

On the other hand, we will -not foollshly fail to learn the art 
of self defense in these danger.ous times merely because of the dis- 
taste of certain individuals and groups for the use of weapons, 

We may be smeared by these groups but wé who know that our pur- 
pose is proper will survive them and their sneers, 

One final note, Th^se who do register for training must look 
upon it as a serious thing and not a game, Stick to it and become

The subject spoke on November 29, 1970 at a JDL 
rally which was held at the Mather High School, Chicago, 
Illinois.

1) When the American Jews first heard about "Auschwitz" 
they called President FRANKLIN ROOSEVELT’ s attention to the 
movement of the cattle cars that were intended to be used for 
transporting the Jews to the camps. He was asked to have the 
United States bomb them. He refused. The Jews were apathetic 
in their protest. The JDL woul.d have taken to the streets and 
put it on page 1.

This meeting was attended by approximately 45 per- 
sons who appeared to be for the most part rniddle aged Jewish 
couples . 
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KAHANE stated that he was seeking members for JDL 
and hoped to establish this orgafriization in Los Angeles. He 
said that existing leaders in the Jewish community in the 
United States have not done a proper job in protecting Jews 
from Anti-Semetism, teaching Jewish youths facts of their 
heritage or instilling in them a sense of Jewish pride. One 
o.f his points was that Jews should not be involved in estab- 
lishing Jewish hospitals and that such money could be put to 
better use in protecting Jews from Anti-Semetic violence. 

KAHANE appealed to those present to jo in JDL and as a conse- 
quence approximately thirty persons signed up for membership. 

Many pf those who joined paid the $ 18.00 membership fee at the 
time. KAHANE stated that checks should be made payable to

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pled not guilty and were releas^d on ball in Manhattan 
Supreme Court. The eighth, .who is 18 years old, will be 
arraigned in "Youth Court" of the same Supreme Court. 

Before agreeing.to set bail for the seven who pled 
before him, Supreme Court Justice GERALD P. CULKIN made each 
one promise not to engage in further "illegal activities". 
According to the article, the indictments handed up by the 
New York City Grand Jury involved incidents involving damage 
by JDL members outside two Soviet sffices and inside the ' r 
offices of the Action Committee on American-Arab Relations. 

The prosecuting Assistant District Atto.rney FRANK J. ROGERS 
said that other cases are still being presented. The 
prosecutor said he would agree to continuation of $ 2,500 bail 
of the subject bj?’ another judge if the subject would promise 
to desist from illegal activities including "encouraging people 
to break through and encouraging people to demonstrafce not in 
designated areas". The judge told the subject he was free-to 
accept or reject the prosecutor* s offer. The subject agreed 
to the offer. According to the article, the subject vjas 
indicted on three counts, Ribting, Inciting to Riot and 
Unlawful Assembly. 

The January 20, 1971 issue of the "New York Times" 
on page 1, contained an article which announced an "indefi-nite 
moritorium" in the organized earnpaign of harassing Soviet 
diplomats and members of their families. 

The January 21, 1971 issue of the "Daily News", a 
daily newspaper published in New York City, on page 22, con- 
tained an article that according to the subject, the JDL has 
called for a boycott with all United States companies trading 
with the Soviet Union in an attempt to stop alleged Soviet 
harassment of Jews. The article stated 20 JDL members sat in 
at the office of Columbia Artists, which is a major firm in 
New York City which sponsors a tour of the "Siberian Dancers 
and Singers from Omsk". This article stated the firm had 
refused to cancel the tour. 

The January 14, 1971 issue of the "New York Times" 
contained an article on page one entitled "Grand Jury Will 
Hear Charges Against Jewish Defense League." In the article, 
it was stated that yesterday the JDL announced the appointment 
of its counsel, Mr. ZWEIBON, as its.,new National ^‘Chairman, 
effective next August,. The article pointed out that ZWEIBON 
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helped found the JDL in 1968y wijth the subject and a third 
man, identified as MORTON DELINSKY, nov/ a resident of Israel. 
The article also pointed out that Mr . ZWEIBON ’ s appointment 
will coincide with the subject' s intended establishment of 
residency in Israel. The subject, according to the article, 
would not comment when asked if he intended to surrender his 
United States citizenship. The article also stated that the 
subject is scheduled to become - chairman. of an organization 
called the World Jev/ish Defense League. The subject, in the 
article, said yesterday that the organization had branches in 
Prance, England, the Ne ther lands and Mexico and expe&ted the 
formation of others in Argentina, .Brazil, Israel ' and possibly 
Venezuela.

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The "New York Times" iVi its issue of January 24, 

1971, on page- 1, contained an article captioned "The Complex 
Past of Meir Kahane". This article reflected that several 
years ago KAHANE was knovm as- MICHAEL KING, resident of an 
East side .apartment who spent time in Washington as a partner 
in a small company that sought government contracts for political 
research. Under the name of MICHAEL KING, he wrote papers and 
books and once organized a student movement to support the war 
in Vietnam. He said he first started using the name MICHAEL 
KING in 1962 , more or less as a lark. According to this 
article, his f ather, , CHARLES KAHANE, in commenting on the 
shaping of his son's political views, remarked that in 1952 
after swastikas had been smeared on a number of synagogues, 
he, as head of the "Rabbinical Board of Flatbush',' had many 
meetings with local officials. He recalls returning from one 
of these dejected and disspirited and unwittingly he said he 
mentioned it would be a good idea if Jews would organize an 
underground. According to CHARLES KAHANE, the subject took,.- - 
this seriously. According to the father, in 1947, the subject 
and soine of his friends threwgtomatoes at ERNEST BEVIN, the 
British Foreign Minister, who. was in the United States for a 
visit. This article said the subject attended the Mirrer 
Yeshiva where he was ordained and began calling himself MEIR. 

This article said that according to the subject’ s mother, in 
1963 , the subject went to Israel, leaving his wife and four 
children, for a few months. A relative who did not want toO 
be identified, according to the article, said at the time of 
his departure, the subject predictéd he would soon become a 
member of the Israeli Cabinet. The article said from Israel, 
the subject wrote his parents that he "met with the chief 
Rabbis of Jerusalem" and he was the first Rabbi , American and 
so young, to be admitted among them. The article continued 
the subject served for three months as a Rabbi in a kibbutz 
and then returned home. The article said his mother stated 
he was very upset "at all the fighting among the Jewish 
factiors in Israel". 

According to the article, the subject had a close 
friend in Brooklyn, JOSEPH CHURBA and tney went to the same school 
and both attended camp in the Catskills., run by Betar, the 
revisionist, Zionist organization. In May, 19&9, the article 
said CHURBA rented a mailing address and a phone number 

under the name of Consultants Research Associates, 509 5th 
Avenue and when the subject started working with Consultant 
Research, he moved seriously in the i dent i ty of MICHAEL KING. 
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One of their first ventures was the July 4th Movement, an 
attempt to mobilize campus suppc^rt in favor of the Vietnam 
war. 


The January 18, 1971 issue of "The National Observer" 
a national weekly newspaper, on page 3, contained information 
concerning the JDL and background of KAHANE. This article 
stated at the age of 14, subject enlisted in the American 
^ajK^-of-Bet-a^y— a - P ar i £ s t Inx an r-érev? istryorrth movement and 
spent his spare time at docks in Bay onne and Hoboken, smuggling 
guns on -freighters bound for the rebels seeking to establish 
Israel as an independent state. 
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JEWISH DEFENSE LEAGUE 

On June 9 > 1969 > a source 'advised the Jewish Defense 
League (JDL) was formed September, 1968, by Rabbi Meir Kahane, 
a writer for the newspaper "Jewish Press", an Anglo- Jewish 
weekly published in Brooklyn, New- York. 

According to the source, JDL is a militant organization 
dedicated to the struggle for democracy, fre^édom and Jewish rights. 
This militant attitude is reflected in the firearms and karate 
training afforded many of Its members. The League regards its 
readiness to use force in certain situations as one of its virtues. 

Public statements by Rabbi Kahane proclaim that the 
purpose of the League is to combat anti-Semitism wherever it 
exists in t£e world, 

Another source advised on November 10, 1970 that the 
JDL is composed primarily of young Jewish militants who consider 
themselves through their militant involvement as the primary 
defender of "Jewish rights in the United States". 

In an effort to dramatize and bring public attention 
to the plight of the Jewish community in Russia, JDL has engaged 
in many demonstrations , vigils and pickets against Soviet official 
establishments and personnel in New York, Washington and other 
cities of the United States. Several of these demonstrations have 
resulted in physical harm and property damage to Russian personnel 
and property and JDL members have been arrested and charged with 
this destruction. 

Similar demonstrations have been conducted by the JDL 
against Arab official establishments, primarily in New York City 
and vicinity to dramatize what the League feels as Arab antagonism 
and injustice against the State of Israel. Several of these 
demonstrations have resulted in physical harm and property damage 
resulting in arrests of JDL members who were charged with this 
destruction. 

According to this source, most well-known Jewish 
organizations are opposed to the JDL on both ideological and 
moral grounds.

Chief George R.,Donahue estimated 
that the number arrested, including 
many juveniles, was about 900. 
Some were students from New York. 

More than 250 uniformed Wash- 
ington policemen were massed in 
the vicinity of the Soviet Embassy 
when the demonstrators ap- 
proached. At least 30 uniformed 
mémbers of the Executive Protec- 
tive ^Service were also in the area 
. Marching north on 16th St. from 
the rally, the demonstrators, car- 
rying banners and placards, made 
no effort to breach the line of police- 
men and motorscooters across 16th 
St. 

Instead, with Rabbi Kahane in the 
middle of the front rank, they sat

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WASHINGTON (UPI) —More 
than 500 Jews were arrested in 
downtown Washington Sunday 
wihen they staged a massive sit- 
in near the Soviet Embassy as 
a protest to the treatment of 
Russian Jews. 

The sit-in, which tied up the 
intersectioif of 16th and K 
streets for noarly two hours, 
dimaxed a protest sponsored 
by the militant Jewish Defense 
League against the condition of 
Soviet Jews. 

The protest began with a 
rally on the Ellipse, a park 
behind the White House, where 
JDL leader Rabbi Meir Kahane 
lold the crowd of about 2,000 
thcy had come to Washington 
“to give the world a king-sized 
headache.” 

Kahane said that Jews were 
finally being allowed permission 
to leave Russia “because 
American Jews are prepared to 
charge the barricades and get 
arrested and do all the things 
we should have been doing for 
50 years.” 

Kahane led the noisy but 
disciplined crowd from the 
Ellipse past the White House 
through Lafayette Square and 
down 16th Street. 

About a dozen police blocked 
the intersection of 16th and IC, 
a block and a half from the 
Soviet Embassy. Federal law 
probibits demonstrations within 
500 feet of any foreign legation.j 

Kahane marcbed straight to! 
the police lines then turned 
a round an d motioned his fol- 
lowers to sit. 


Five minutes later police 
dedared the demonstration 
unlawful and began arresting 
the demonstrators. Kahane was 
the first to go, but just before 
he was led to a waiting bus, he 
told the crowd through a bull 
horn to „be nonviolent. 

For the next 00 minutes, 
officers loaded the crowd into 
city buses. All went without 
struggling but many waved 
clenohed fists and shouted thej 
JDL slogan “Never again.” j

‘advised KAHANE began his lecture by tracing the 
plight of rne Jews during World War II, pointing out that Presi- 
dent ROOSEVELT was petitioned by Jewish leaders to bomb the rail- y 
way facilities leading to and supplying Auschwitz Concentration 
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Camp, but turned a deaf ear and as a result, one million Jews 
died at that concentration camp and six million died throughout 
Europe. 


KAHANE stated the black people, having been oppressed 
in this country for a number of years, respon^ed some 25 years 
later and went to the streets. Once in the streets, they got 
results. KAHANE questioned as to why the Rabbis were not in 
Washington, D. C._ during World War II or why a hundred thousand 
Jews were not protesting in the streets of New York during that - 
period. He stated. the reason for this was due to th e fact that 
Jews have a hang-up called, "Respectability. " ~ 

KAHANE statéd it was time that the plight of the Jews 
in the Soviet Union was taken off Page 40, where it has been 
put by the Jewish establishment and put on Page 1 where it 
belongs. He advised that the Jewish Defense League is a "ra- 
dical organization" and they have made the news media put the 
question of the Soviet Jews on Page 1 for the past two months. 

During his speech, KAHANE cited scriptures and Jew- 
ish teaching, saying that it was recorded that Moses once ob- 
served an Egyptian slaying an Israelite and Moses took up a 
weapon and slew the Egyptian. He therefore concluded from this 
Jewish teaching that violence was sometimes necessary, and when 
the lifeof a Jew was threatened, murder also be demanded. 

KAHANE stated the problem of the Jews in Russia is 
a very real one, and that prior to the actions of the JDL, 
President NIXON was not losing any sleep over the problems of 
the Jews. KAHANE stated, "in order to get the President of the 
United States to do anything about the Joviet Jewish problem, 
it was necessary to nake their problem his problem." He pointed 
out harassing of Soviets in the United States has done this, and 
a continued program of disrupting Soviet life in the United 
States may eventually bring results. 

KAHANE pointed out "President NIXON, as well as past 
president," has been building bridges to the Soviet Union over 
the bodies of Jews." He advised perhaps the actions of the JDL 
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will stop this deplorable practicev- He also advised that he 
does not want an all out war with Russiay but if the JDL con- 
tinues to harass Soviets and to make their life uncomfortable, 
perhaps the Russians willsay, "the Goddam Jews aren*t worth 
the aggravation, " and release a couple thous and -Jews . 


KAHANE stated the aim of the JDL was to attempt to 
disrupt the Strategic Anns ‘ Limitations Talks (SALT), by 
suspending them temporarily with emphasis on teraporary sus- 
pension. He' further advised that perhaps the JDL j[ould upset 
~ the cultural exchange program also,'- He pointed out that be- 
cause both these programs are vital to the Soviets in their 
maintaining contact with the United States, a disruption of 
those would be disagreeable to both the United States and 
Russia. The actions of the JDL could not possibly make the 
oppression of the Jews in Russia any worse. 



r advised that during the question and answer 
period fonowmg KAHANE* s speech, KAHANE pointed out he 
planned to move from the United States to Israel, where he 
would set up an International Office of the JDL. He pointed 
out he would make this move in the very near f utur e, t aking 
his wife and children with him, but stated, however, he would 
frequently be in the United States on speaking engagements. 

He further advised the JDL has had numerous inquiries about 
its movement from concerned Jews all over the world and that 
this was the reason for opening an International Office.

Tlie February 25, 1971 issue of "The lier Yorh Tines, 11 
containcd an article on Page 1, captioned "HiHAlTH Barred By 
Parléy, Is C-csted Fron Belgiurh. This article statcd that 
the subject ras erpelled fron Belgium today (Februar y 24, 1971 
after he had been refused adnittance to a conference of Jevish 
organiaations on the situation of Soviet Jevs. After heving 
been barred fron the neeting, he ras detained ten hov.rs by the 
Belgiun Police for cy.es tioning and vas then forced to depart 
on a piano to I:ondon. 

The subject, according to the article, had been 
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allowed into‘the front hall of the Palais des Congres, a con- 
vention hall, where he made a written request for an opportu- 
nity to speak. It was rejected as had been a request before 
the conference. The article said he left the hall stating he 
had not come "to destroy the conference" but wished to exert 
his right to speak. 

The article. further stated that the Ministry of Jus- 
tice said it had been advised by the -conference leadership 
that the subject had been barred from the proceedings and 
that in view of the possibility of a disturbance, he was" % 
being expelled. 


On Page 13 of this same issue of "The New York 
Times", dateline London, February 24, 1971* there appeared 
an article that the subject on the arrival at London, stated 
he did not plan to return to Brussels to protest his expul- 
sion. The article quoted the subject as saying "i think that 
anytime there • is pressure to have someone whose views are not 
popular silenced, it is very bad not just for rnyself, but for 
the general process of democracr." The article continued that 
the subject would not say how long he planned to remain in 
Britain, but he did say that after he returned to the United 
States he would intensify his campaign to induce the Soviet 
Government to change its policies toward Jews.

the league’s executive directo r, Rab-_ 
bl^lelr Kahane. .

Rabbi Kahane i3 scheduled to 
speak 11 times in L 03 Amgeles and 
San Diego, mostly at synagogues 
and college campuses, during a five- 
day stav. 

The New York rabbi and the 
league have been condemrted by 
most established Jewish organiza- 
tions for ultramilitart tactics. Rabbi 
Kahane was turned back at the 
doors of the World Conference on 
Soviet Jewry at Brussels Feb. 24 
and subsequently cxpelled by the 
Belgian government, though a num- 
ber of U.S. Jews have argued that 
Rabbi Kahane should be allowed to 
present his viewpoint. 

League spokesmen deny the JDL 
is responsible for damage to Soviet 
* offices in the United States, but they 
acknowledge harassment of Russian 
citizens in this country. 

Okin said the chapter here plans to 
boyeott travel agencies that handle 
reservations for Aeroflot, the Soviet 
airline, and U.S. businesses or indus- 
tries that deal in Russian produets. 

The chapter, which Okin said in- 
cludes "40 very active members who 
jump right • into work here," also 
hopes to hold cultural heritage clas- 
ses and push for jewish ethnic stu- 
dies in schools. 

The West Coast chapter- aetually 
was formed last fall when 400 heard 
Rabbi Kahane speak at the Century

■was the first of the 800 persons arrested in Washington, on 
March 21, 1971, who . were there protes.ting the treatment of 
Jews in Russia. They were arrested for blocking an inter- 
seetion, a block from the Soviet Embassy. Those arrested. 
were arr.ong sone 2,500 persons who marched from an early dem- 
onstration near the White House. According to the article, 
KAHAIJE and other speakers at a rally had urged continued 
demonstrations and harassment of .Soviets in the United States, 
until all Jews who want to, are allowed to leave Russia, and 
those who stay, are no longer persecuted. According to the 
article, those arrested were to be charged vjith disorderly 
conduct and released in lieu of $10 collateral. 

On March 25, 1971, ^Bj^P^advised that the subject 
gave a lecture on March 24, 1971, at Pembroke College, Brown 
University, Island. The program began with 



a speech by MHHHPHUPPF 4 former Soviet Jew, who, through 
an interpreter, described nis éxperiences in the Unioncf Soviet-, 
Soci-aJrirS-t Republics. (U3SR-) T At 8:30 PM, a bornb threat was 
telephoned to the University and 'the Brown University Security 1 
Porces requested the audience to evacuate the hall. The sub-^^ 
ject urged everyone not to leave and to ignore the request to 
vacate the hall since he did not believe in the authenticity 
of the University Security Porces. The subject then spoke 
on the JDL policy of opposing Soviet treatment of Soviet Jews 
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in the SoViet Union and the JDL policy was succeeding and that 
the Jewish spirit lived because of the Jewish fist. 


He stated that Jews være now getting out of the 
USSR, not because of B’nai B’rith, but because Soviet build- 
ings were bombed. At approximately 9:30 FM, five students 
of the Maoist Rhode Island Student Movement, began to dis- 
rupt the subjecths speech. According to the informant, 10 
JDL members advanced upon the Maoist students and a fist 
fight ensued with some injuries be ing sustained by the Maoist 
Student Group, who then være forcibly rejec-ted fronU.the hall.

The Southwest Jewish Press Heritacre under date of 
April 2, 1971, Ilerb Brin, editor, carried the following 
editorial under the captioned title, Kahane:

"His group has opened headquarters on Fair fax Ave. 
(where a couple of years ago a few old men clobbered a 
bunch of Nazis who had come there to taunt Jews.) 

"There are those who think that before Kahane 
there vere no fighter s for Jewish survival, that the 
struggle for Soviet Jewry wasn't an on-going passion 
until Hike King came along with his chain swingers 
and clubsters. 


"Kahane can never say that he is not being given. plat- 
form. 

"Let him answer all the questions: his stand on 
Vietnam; his hanky-panky publicity organi zations under 
assumed names; the bombings, and the filthy words hurled 
at wives of Russian diplomats — heroic deeds indeed. 

"It might be well for our people to know that the 
struggle for Soviet Jewry does not begin nor end in 
a publicity nightmare cooked up by a Iieir Kahane.

JEWISH DEFENSE LEAGUE 


On April 5, 1971/ the morning edition of the San 
Dieoo Union carried an article concerning the fact that 
300 people marched on April 4, 1971 (Sunday) from downtown San 
Diego to 3alboa Park demanding that the Soviet Union release 
Jews who wanted to emigrate to Israel. Jewish community 
leaders waited for the group at the park and messages of 
support were read from the local Roman Catholic Bishop 
and the Director of the San Diego Scumenical Conference.. 

The April 6/ 1971, morning edition of the San Diego 
Union coveréd the appearance of Rabbi Meir Kahane at an airport 
news conference and also at the auditorium -of Hoovér High 
School the previous evening. 


A San Diego source advised on April 6, 1971, that 
postcards were mailed out to nembers of the Jewish community 
announcing the appearance of Rabbi Meir, Director of the 
Jewish Defense League, on April 5, 1971 at the University 
of California at 3an Diego Auditorium and at Crawford High _ - 
School auditorium. The postcard vas sent bv unidentified 


indiviauals who signed themselves "concerned citizens". 

Source attended the open meeting at Crawford High School 
auditorium wnere Rabbi Kahane delivered a speech after first 
denouncing the so called leaders of the San Diego Community 
for not going along with his thinking. He vas poorly receivea 
by the approximately 500 people in attenaance and failed to 
answer all questions from the floor.

On April 9, 1971, ■■f' who has furnished 
reliable information in the~past advised that Rabbi 
Meir Kahane, the leader of the Jewish Defense League (JDLj 
arrived in Los Angeles, California, on March 31 > 1971» at r 
Los Angeles International Airport via Trans World Airlines 
Flight 87. At the airport Kahane held a news conference 
and explained that he was in Los Angeles to conduct a 
series of speeches explaining the purposes of JDL and to 
enlist support for the organization. 

Source learned that during Kahane's stay in Los 
Angeles he was staying at the Beverly Carlton Hotel, 9^00 - 

West Olympic Boulevard, Beverly Hills. 

Source advised that at 9:00 p.m., March 31, 

1971 > Kahane spoke at Temple Stephen S. Wise, 15500 
Stephen S. Wise Drive, Bel Air, California. Source stated 
that Kahane was the -main speaker and spoke on the principles 
and philosophies of the JDL. He solicited funds and support 
for JDL and was well received by the approximately 700 persons 
who had paid a minimum of two dollars a seat. 

Source stated that on April 1, 1971 3 at 11:00 a.m. 
Kahane spoke for nearly one hour in the free speech area 
at Los Angeles Valley Junior College, Van Nuys, California. 
Some 200 persons listened as he" sought to explain the purposes 
of JDL. At one point he was disrupted by a small group 
of agitators who raised clinched fists and shouted "power 
to the people". This group had little effect and Kahane 
kept full control of the audience. Source added that there 
were approximately 15 JDL people acting as guards /or Kahane. 
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Source added that at 8:00 p.m. in the evening of 
April 1, 1971, Kahane addressed approximately 500 persons 
at Temple Akiba, 5249 South Sepulveda, Culver City, 
California. Source stated that Kahane outlined the 
principles and philosophies of JDL and was well received. 

Source stated that at noon, April 2, 1971, Kahane 
spoke for two hours in the open forum area at San Fernando 
Valley State College to approximately 300 persons, again 
explaining JDL's purposes and soliciting membership and 
support. Source stated that Channel 28, KCET was pisesent 
and provided television coverage. 


Source continued that on April 3* 1971 * at 
8:15 p.m. Kahane addressed a receptive audience of approxi- 
mately 700 persons at Temple Beth Jacob, 9030 West Olympic, 
Beverly Hills, California. He, as in other talks, explained 
the purposes of JDL and aksed for support. _ 

Source stated that on April 4, 1971, at 10:00 p.m. 
Kahane again spoke as above to approximately 800 persons 
at Temple Leo Baeck, 1300 North Sepulveda, West Los Angeles. 


He was well received and. spoke of the purposes 

of JDL. 

Source stated that on April 5, 1971, at 12 noon 
Kahane spoke at the Student Union Hall on the campus of 
the University of California at Los Angeles (UCLA). Source 
said that Kahane spoke of the purposes and philosophies of 
JDL and was well received. At one point an agitator sought 
to disrupt the speech, but was put in his place when Kahane 
stated "Sit down Arab." 


During his speech Kahane announced that JDL 
members would participate in a peaceful demonstration on 
behalf of the Soviet Jews at the May Company, 6067 Wilshire 
Boulevard, Los Angeles, at 12 noon on April 7, 1971. 


Source stated that on April 7, 1971, approximately 
25 representatives of JDL led by one Al Epstein, ^ho source 
described as the West Coast Coordinator of JDL, did in fact 
stage a sit-in at the above mentioned May Compan^, lasting 
approximately one and one half hours. J 
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Source stated the main point of this demonstration 
was to protest against the May Company 's arranging tours to 
the Soviet Union. 

No arrests or violence attended this activity. 

Source stated that Kahane t.raveled to San Diego 
during the late afternoon of April 5, 1971, and returned 
to Los Angeles late in the evening of April 6, 1971*

Rabbi KAHANE said, "There is nothing wrong with 
violence if there is no other way for a jew to live." He 
maintained, however, that violence should not be used if 
the change desired could be obtained in a nonviolent form. 

He advised that next Sunday, on March 21 , 1971 » there would 
be a march on Washington, D. C., to draw attention to the 
plight of Soviet jewry. Rabbi KAHANE claimed that in 
New York, the JDL is frequently contacted by jews in various 
sections of New York City" when protection is needed because 
of intimidation by other groups . He advocated that Jews 
should demonstrate for anti-racism and felt that Jewish 
organizations should initiate legal maneuvers to obtain 
objectives. 
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When the lécture was terminated, Rabbi KAHANE 
conducted a question and answer period. Many of the indi- 
viduals asking questions indicated they agreed with many of 
his aims but were against violence. He said he advocated 
certain measures to help pressure Russia into permitting * 

Jews to leave for Israel. These measures included demon- 
strations, boycotting Russian goods,- and all business with 
Russia. Also, he stated that all types of exchange^ s_uch 
as cultural, scientific, economic, progress, etc., with ' 
the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics (USSR) should be 
terminated. He stated the JDL hoped to obtain the names, 
addresses and telephone numbers of all Russian officials 
in the United States and harass them through telephone 
calls and by following them, hoping by these means to 
pressurize their government into releasing soviet jews. 


The Rabbi, terminated his lecture by stating that 
his organization was small but determined and that they 
were looking for new members . He said the JDL had a few 
non-jews in the organization and welcomed them for members. 
The JDL, he stated, was definitely a nonpolitical organiza- 
tion and did not care whether a member was leftist or 
rlghtist, as long as he was. interested in the goals of the

In the near future, the J.D.L. will be boycotting Russian products 
sold in Southern California. We must convince the Russian government 
that they are going to feel pain, in an economic, verbal, and possibly a 
phyeical sense . As long as we can, we will harass the Soviet Union and 
their representati ves in^America. We will_attempt to give them as many 
problems as they have given our brothers and sisters in the Red Paradioe. 

We are going to boycott all travel agencies that handled all flight reser- 
vations to Russia. Several Jewish stndents at "Beverly Hills High School" 
are planning a trip to Russia. How can one go to Russia for pleasure 
when Russians are killing so many of our own? The J.D.~L. believes that 
continued boycotts of travel agencies will cause the Soviet Union to lose 
revenues which they sorely need . These boycotts also serve as another 
tool to harass the Russian government. 

The East Coast Jewish Defense League held a non-violent demonstration 
March 21, 1971 in Washington D.C. in front of the Russian Embassy. 2500 
people rallied to the ais of their brothers in the Soviet Union to demand 
their freedom. The demonstration turned spontanGously into a sit in. The 
police then arrested in excess of 900 people. We are very proud to report 
that there was not one instance of violence. The self-discipline displayed 
by each participant in the demonstration must be held up as a beautiful 
example of II the complete dedication of the J.D.L. member even when con- 
fronted with an obvious unjust act. Rabbi Kahane in a statement to the 
press said that the demonstration in Washington was held to illustrateri 
the desfceration of Jews in Rkssia. Rabbi Kahane was the first persØi 
arrested. '

On March22, 1971, the L.A. Jewish Defense League held a demonstration 
in front of the Jewish Federation Council at 590 N. Vermont in an attempt 
to rally support for the 900 Jews who were unjustly arrested in the nation 's 
capitol on Sunday, March 21, 1971. Never in the history of America have 
bo many been arrested at a completly non-violent demonstration. The nation' s 
capitol has been the site of many protests involving numbers ranging from 
25,000 to 250,000 where no more than a couple of dozen demonst.rators were 
arrested. At one demonstration, the Weatherman f action of the S.D.S. baited 
police and threw rocks at windows and twenty or so arrests were made. There 
is every reason to believe that the mass arrests were made only because the U 
State Dept. is succumbing to pressure from the Kremlin. The mass arrests 
were a direct attempt on the part on the U.S. State Dept. and the Kremlin 
to build better relations between the two countries even if they have to step 
over Jewish bodies to accomplish their ends.

Defense League:

2. Descriptions were obtained by the J.D.L. of the culprits. 

3* The area of the Teaple haa been patroled nightly aince the incident. 

Returning to the isaue, we might conaider the possible cause of this 
desecration. A few daya before this House of G-d was profanely violated 
the Jewish Defenae League held a aoeting on the premises. It is Bz highly 
possible that theae two incidenta pccured for related reasons. The most 
logical aasuaption to make, ia that there are ignorant individuala who 
are frightened of tho~J.D.L. a s fira oppooition to anti-semitism, and their 
atraight forward neans of defondlng Jewish rights. The California press 
saw this incident as too trivial to merit anymore than two sentances 
hidden in the back of the newopaper. The most disappointing aspect is 
the Jewish Press» s lack of concern. In a community of 500,000 Jews, the 
failure of the press to report this act of profanity is a sad indication 
of their concern over Jewish problems.

U.S. Reply on Wirefaps

Hv ASHIN GTON— The U.S. 
Government today cited the se- 
cret Pentagon papers tn re- 
piesting another week to dccide 
vhether it would turn over 
‘several hundred pages” of 
irobably “illegal” wiretap evid- 
;nce to lawyers defending 13 
members of the militant Jewish 
Befense League (JDL). 

• Federal Judge Jack Wein- 
stein, sitting in New York, 
granted the governmenfs re- 
quest. Last Friday, he had or- 
de red th e government to relin 
quishTtKF wiretap transcripts 
because there was “substantial 


probability” the wiretaps would 
be ruled illegal. 

The government had been ex- 
pected to ask for a delay of the 
trial, scheduled to begin on July 
|l9, until the Supreme Court next 
fall dec-ides the question of 
whether wiretap evidence col- 
lected without a court order has 
to be shown to the defense. 


But U.S. lawyers, acting for 
|Attorney General John Mitchell, 
told the court today that the 
[justice Department needed until 
next Friday to decide whether 
|to turn over the transcripts be- 
cause the department has been 
absorbed with the Pentagon 
papers controversy. 

After Assistant U.S. Attorney 
Tom Patterson refused to relin- 
quish the transcripts, he was 
given until this morning’s hear-i 
ing to comply with the court or- i 
der. Mitchell submitted to the| 
court an affidavit citing the gov- 
ernmenfs contested authoriza- 
ition for the wiretaps. 
i In the a f f i d a v i t, Mitchell 
iargued that the government did 
;not have to seek court warrants 
■for the wiretaps because the 
JDL constituted a threat to U.S 
security. The 13 defendants are 
charged in two indietments with 
gun control and munitions viola- 
tions and with conspiring to 
bomb offices and hornes of Sovi- 
et diplomat? here and in New 
York.

It certainly wasn‘t the way that "nice 
Jewish boys" are traditionally supposed 
to behave-but then that is the whole 
point of New York Citys Jewish Defense 
League. To protest the plight of Soviet 
Jewry last week, the militant New York 
group staged simultaneous raids on the 
Manhattan offices of Tass (the Soviet 
press agency), Intourist (the travel 
agency) and Aeroflot (the airline). Avra- 
ham Hershkovitz, a JDL Ieader who was 
bom in a Nazi concentration camp. later 
recalled his «sit to Intourist: "One Rus- 
sian was very uncooperative ... he tried 
to pdl a pair of scisjors fron: a drawer. 
So 1 slammed the drawer on his hand. I 
got full cooperation after that.” 

At Intourist the invaders painted the 
walls with Hebrew slogans like “Am. 
Yitroel Chai [Let Israel Livel”; at Ken- 
nedy airport, two of them handcuffed 
tbemselves to the nose wheel t)f a Soviet 
Ilyushin 62. The events struck even the 
most demonstration-immune New Yorker 
as a bit bizarre, but to the citys police— 
who the very next night arrested some 
30 JDL members after a free-swinging 
melee in front of the Soviet U.N. mission 
—the Jewish Defense League has been a 
cause for concern for some time. 

Patsy: Organized sixteen months ago 
by an intense, 36-year-old rabbi named 
Meir Kahane, the league believes that 
dramatic, sometimes violent, measures 
are the most effective way of implement- 
ing its motto of “Never Again" (a refer- 
ence to the 6 million Jewish victims of the 
Nazis during World War II). The JDL 
holds to three basic convictions: that anti- 
Semitism is on the rise in the U.S.s urban 
centers; that this bigotry is largely gen- 
erated by black militants and radical left- 
ist groups like the Students for a Demo- 
cratic Society, and that government 
apathy toward that threat amounts to 
tcquiescence. “We’re frightened,” says 
Rabbi Kahane. “So we're out to change 
the traditional image of the Jew as a 
patsy. We want our young people to 
stand straight and tall. Every kid knows 
that a bully will keep beating you up 
ontil you fight back." 

Althoiigh tlie league has modest con- 
tlngents in, such other cities as Boston, 
Philadelphia, Cleveland and Montreal, it 
makes most of its headlines in New York, 


where Jews make up a quarter of the 
population. Garbed in jaunty blue berets, 
sometimes brandishing baseball bats and 
bicycle chains, the JDL has in recent 
months: 

■ Hospitalized eight neo-Nazis who were 
picketing a JDL demonstration with signs 
that read “pas the Jews” (“Nobody,“says 
Kahane, “is going to carry those signs in 
this city"). 

• Dispatched an armed contingent of 30 
members to guard a temple on Fifth 
Avenue, where black militant James For- 
man had been expected to appear and 
tlemand repa.-rtions for alleged Jewish 
explairation of blacks. Forman never 
showed. 

■ Policed an election to the model-cities 
council in Brooklyn ’s Crown Heights sec- 
tion. where Jewish candidates had pre- 
viously been defeated. This time sixteen 
of 24 Jewish candidates on the ballot 
won council posts. 

This kind of activism has brougbt down 
upon the league the righteous wrath of 
traditional Jewish organizations. In a re- 
cent report, the president of the Union 
of American Hebrew Congregations 
charged that “Jews carrving baseball 
bats and chains, standing in phalanxes, 
like goon squads, in front of synagogues, 
are no less offensive than whites wearing 
robes and hoods . . . standing in front or 
burning crnsses." Other Jewish leaders 
have dubbed the JDL “a bunch of vig- 
ilantes" and “the Jewish Panthers.” 

None of this upsets Kahane. who sees 
the JDL as a revolt against the “be nice, 
Irving" syndrome of the Jewish Estab- 
lishment. “Our organization is made up 
of the umvealthy, the people who feel 
the pain," he says. “Let those other Jews 
come out of Scarsdale and into Brooklyn 
and criticize us and maybe IT1 listen.* 
The JDL says it has 7,000 members, 
drawn from all walks of life— taxi drivers, 
teachers, merchants and students. About 
three-fourths of them are concentrated in 
the five boroughs of New York. 

Under Kahane, the oiganization tack- 
les the issues closest to this urban constit- 
uency: neighborhood deterioration, the 
intimidation of teachers and, most cru- 
cial, threats of violence against Jewish 
merchants. During last summers racial 
disturbances in Passaic, N.J., a squad of 


JDL members armed with shotguns 
guarded Jewish-owned stores. No one . 
got hurt, but in the words of the leagues 

S eneral counsel. Bertram Zweibon, “If 
re rioters had entered, they would 
have been shot” 

Rapists: Perhaps the most important 
activity of the JDL is its nightlv surveil- 
lance of Jewish neighborhoods in Brook- 
lyn, the Bronx and lower Manhattan. 
Some fifteen JDL patrol cars, equipped 
with two-way radios, cruise the streets to 
check on veshivas and shops while foot 
patrols prowl for muggers and rapists. 
JDL rs volunteer for patrol duty 

and suppiy their own cars, but out of its 
slim $5.000-a-year patrol budget the 
JDL pays for radio units. For its operat- 
ing money the organization depends up- 
on membership dues (S10 a vear; $3 for 
students) and community contributions. 

On a recent evening, a blue station 
wagon piloted by 18-vear-old Gene Keller 
made a slow tour of Éast Flatbush— a pre- 
dominanrly Jewish neighborhood. “This 
is an island in the middle of hell,” Keller 
told Newsweek* Tom Matthews. Then, 
as the car reached an intersection mark- 
ing the borders of the sprawling black 
ghetto, he pointed out the window at 
Brooklyns East New. York area and an- 
nounced: “Hell is over there." 

Such attitudes draw charges of racism 
from Negroes, but league officials insist 
that their only aim is to “transmit the 
image that our people can take cafe of 
themselves.” To reinforce that image, the 
JDL last summer opened a self-defense- 
instruction camp for teen-agers in the 
Catskills. While their less committed 
peers iolled around pools at surrounding 
Borscht Belt resorts. several dozen Jew- 
ish youths sweated through grueling, 
eight-week sessions in karate and rifle 
practice. Most came from sections of the 
city where the young religious Jew, with 
his yarmulke and scholarly ways. has long 
been regarded by black toughs as an 
easy mark for extortion and physical har- 
assment. “I saw my friends getting the 
hell beat out of them” recails 25-year-old 
Steve Abrams, a burly karate expert.

‘The Door Is Open Now, å Little’ 


O ne week after Ire posted this letter to 
Coniinunist Party Secretary Leonid 
Brezhnev, Boris Kochubivevskv was ar- 
rested and charged «vith slandering the 
Soviet Union by making his “Zionist” am- 
bitions public. Today, more thun two 
years later, the young radio cngiueer 
still Ianguishes in prison— as do scores 
of other Russian Jews wlio dared to 
demand the right of emigration to Is- 
rael. But their plight has ohlv strength- 
«ned the resolvc of other Soviet Jews 
who, by the Imndreds, now demonst/ate 
publidy for full civil liberties in Russia 
itself and the freedom to go to Israel if 
■ they so desire. And this unprecedented 
militancy has had extraordinary results: 
rather than indulge in mass repression, 
the Soviet Government is now permitting 
hundreds of Jews to leave Russia. 

‘New Wave’: The Jewish question was 
probably at least on the hidden agenda 
of the recent Communist Party Congress, 
and many observers believe that a new 
crackdown on emigration by the Soviet 
Government mav be in the offlng. * 


In the past, for most Jews in the 
U.S.S.R., the only securitv lav in aSsimi- 
lation; and even then, recurrent waves 
of anti-Semitism made coinplete assiini- 
lation difficult. “If you didn’t remenilrer 
that you were a Jew,” says oiie emigrant 
wryly, “others would remind you." 


.. “After a time, they 
will close the door tighter than before. 
Then will come a new wave in our strug- 
gle.” Perhaps, but far too many Russian 
Jews seein to have rediscovered their 
Jewishness to make assimilation— especial- 
ly under prcssure— an acccptable alterna- 
tive to life in Israel. ’ 


Bloodless: Nikitu Khrushchevs atti- 
hide torva rd Jews was less harsh than 
Stalins. but it was under his Icadership 
nonethcless that most of sucli Jews as re- 
mained in high party posts werc gradual- 
ly wceded out. And this bloodless politi- 
cal purge was followed by a wave of 
trials for "ecotiomic crimes” in which 
some 150 Jews were executed for petty 
otfenses. By 1964. more and more Jews 
were asking for exit permits in the hope 
of finding a hetter life in Israel. 


A» long as I Iiec, as long as I am capa- 
ble of feeling, 1 shall dcvote all my 
strength to obtain an exit pcnnit jnr Is- 
rael. And cven if ijou should find it pos- 
sible to scntence me for tliis—l shall 
anyway, if 1 live long cnough to be 
freed, be prepared even tlicn to make 
my tvay even on foot to the homelaiul of 
my ancestors. 

A t 17, Alla Rusinek was aware of her 
i Jewish identity largely because her 
Soviet ID card bore the word Yevreika 
(Jew) written aeross it 

‘We are not 
anti-Soviet,” says 34-year-old MendeJ 
Gordin, a biochemist who recently emi- 
grated from Russia. "But we no longer 
consider ourselves Soviets. We are Jews." 


The "beauty" lies in an unexpected 
rise in Jewish identity and pride. much 
of which is traceable to the Israelis' de- 
cisive victory in the six-dav war of 1967.

Only five years ago, novelist Elie Wiesel 
returned from the^U.S.S.R. to report that 
the 3.5 miltion Jews there were intimi- 
dated, fearful, silent. Today, these “Jews 
of Silence,” as Wiesel called them. liave 
found a voiee. In most large Soviet uni- 
versities, Jewish students meet to study 

i ewish histoiy. compiling their mvn book- 
ets and circulating them aniong friends. 

. As Stalin grew older, 
however, bis anti-Semitism became more 
overt. Beginning in the late ’40s. Jewish 
periodicais and theaters were shut down 
and the Soviet press waged a vicioux 
“anti-cosmopolitan” campaign directed at 
Jewish artists, writers and musicians. In 
1952, more than a score of leading Jew- 
ish intellectuals were shot and at least 
400 more were packed otf to prison. Ear- 
Iy the following year, nine doetors— six of 
whom were Jews— were charged witb 
plotting to poison Soviet leaders. Only 
Stalin's death in Marcli 1953 pievented 
"The Doetors’ Pkit” from triggering wliat 
manv Jews expected to be a pogrom.

Philbin: Asks why the JDL does not seem to have the support of most Jew- 
ish organizations. , 

Rabbi: Jewish organizations do not represent Jewish massés. JDL has 
support of Jews in thelDwer socio-economic classes. 

Philbin: How about the wealthy liberal Jews..why wouldn't they support 
-JDL? - 

Rabbi: Wealthy Jews do not feel the anger. Jews in general feel inse- 
cure. They think by involving themselves in the movements of liberals 
they will be lovede The anti-semite will never love the Jew for what he 
does or does not do. Either he lil$es him or he does not, what the Jew 
does will ndtehange this. 

Philbin: The violence of the JDL is denounced by Jews here, they do 
not support violence. 

Rabbi: It all depends. . .was in Forrest Hills three weeks ago, first 
Sabbath after return from trip to Israel. Forrest Hills is noted for 
being against violence, they consider the Soviet Jews a problem of the 
Soviet Jews...Then they heard about a housing projeet that is to be 
built in Forrest Hills... they are much opposed to it and try to stop it. 
While he «s there, they came to and asked if the housing projeet is . 
built... can we (JDL) blow it upl It depends on who's ox is being gored. . 
how you feel about violence. 

Philbin asks about JDL harrassment of Russian diplomats and their families 
Rabbi: It is a serious problem. .the Soviet Jews. No one heard about thein” 
...they were on the back pages. JDL took their story off the back pages 
and put it on page one. The news media wants exciting stories. Yes, we 
harrhss and followed Soviet diplomats, we yell at their children asking 
why they can walk in freedom. . 

Philbin: Do they understand? Rabbi: Oh yes, they speak English..and the 
Soviets don*t like this. There is no physical touching of the women or 
children. .only the men. Grabing of lapels. .holding them, telling them to 
listen. .. stop and listen. We are making the Soviet Jews problem Brezhnev* 
problem. 

Philbin: Have you succeeded? 

Rabbi: Syl via Asmahdson (phonetic) sentenced to two years is dying, she 
has T.B. JDL.. Jewish militants made threats saying two Soviet officials 
would die unless she received the vitamin 'build up she needed...she was 
given this vitamin build up. 

Philbin: JDL made death threats. . .would two Russians die? 

.Rabbi: M I cannot over estimate the danger of these threats". (quote) 

It is a serious problem. . .moral rights. , .what is allowed or not allowed. 

To let her die is not the Jewish concept of law..more obscene to let her 
die. The Bible says don*t stand idly by while your brother dies... he 
who does it is breaking Jewish law. 

Philbin: Isn't the threats by JDL against Soviet officials (diplomats) 
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Rabbi Meir Kahane - continued 

will be killed going to be likened by some to the operations of the Black 
Panther Party? 

Rabbi: No, we do no feel it is the same. With your government in this 
country you do afford democratic methods of change without violence. The 
government of Moscow does not allow any democratic change at any time. 
Philbin: Weren't the Jews in Russia oppressed under the f zar. . .wasn' t 
the revolution supposed to end all that? 

Rabbi: Russian Jews under the Tza£ or Soviets always have been oppressed. 
Philbin: American Jews have never said what is hhppening to Soviet Jews. 
Rabbi: That is the crux of it... f or fifty years they have not told. They 

did not tell about the Nazi. . .we could have stopped . (Where 

Jews were put into ovens) 

Philbin: Does the Soviet Jew have their culture and language? Do they 
go to synagogue? 

Rabbi: They (Soviets) do not allow Jewish language, culture ... the syna- 
gogues are empty. The only answer is for the Jews to go to Israel. The 
Soviets don't really want their Jews...but won*t let them go. 

Philbin: Is it true you feel like the place for all Jews is tp go to ( 
Israel? 

Rabbi: The place eventually for all Jews is Israel. This is a great 
country but we are anminority here. It is tough to be a minority. It 
is a myth to call this country a melting pot. Jews have tried to melt.. 
so there would be no anti-semitism. The incredible rise of ethnic feel- 
ing the last decade has polorizéd this country. Jews should be beauti- 
ful for Jews. What's happened this last decade. . .this country is racked 
in fear. The first target of the extreme left and right will be the Jew. 
I don't want to gamble. 

Philbin tells about book Rabbi has writt en. .. "Never Again" . . .they tell 
where Rabbi Kahane will be speaking. . .Temple Isiah on Pico and Temple 
Beth Shalam (phonetic) on Tuesday night. 

Philbin asks about statement of Kahane that America will strangle on 
its own free speech. . .Kahane states he believes this to be true. 

Rabbi Kahane stated he believes freedom of speech should be granted 
only to those who grant the same freedom to others..not those who 
take it away.

Source stated Kahane mentioned that one of 
his raain reasons for being in California was to meet with 
Governor Ronald Reagan to see if the Governor would act 
as a mediator for a prisoner exchange of 50 Attica prisoners 
for Jewish prisoner^in the Soviet Union. Source stated 
that to the best of source 's knowledge, Kahane did not see 
Governor Reagan. 

Source stated that Kahane came to Los Angeles 
to re-organize the JDL, which according to source has 
been extremely disorganized and relatively inactive as 
well as hard pressed for furids. Source stated that he 
learned Kahane was to be in the Los Angeles area until 
November 17, 1971.

Source advised Kahane again spoke of the purposes 
of the JUL. During his talk Kahane recognized a plainclothes 
Los Angeles' police officer in the audience and made an issue 
of the officer ’s presence. Kahane stated this^was typical 
of the harassment the JDL has received from th® police and 
he would have to watch what he said as the officer «as only 
there for the purpose of hearing Kahane say something that 
could be used against him. Kahane ca lied for more militant 
action by JDL members stating that the police were not 
friends of JDL and if the police interfered with the actions 
of the JDL they would be dealt with as any other enemy. 

Kahane mentioned that relative to mass arrests of many JDL 
members in Washington, D. C. some nine policemen were 
beaten up by JDL members. Source stated this meeting ended 
at 11:00 p.m. without any incidents and it was source’ s 
opinion that Kahane had been well received. 

November 16, 1971 11:00 a.m. - Kahane spoke on 

the campus of Los Angeles
